Inspector, after a thorough examination of the germs from the 
dead bodies, declare that there is not the least doubtfthat these 
Chinese died of the Bubonic plague. 


Chinatown is white with chloride of lime as a result and 


none of the Celestials are allowed to leave their quarters. 


Inspectors are on guard at all railway depots, on high- 


ways leading to the city, and at all steamship docks.

Below there is given extracts taken 


from a report made by the committee 
on commerce and manufactures to the 
Reno Improvement 
Club. The re- 


port was prepared and written by B. 
L. Fulton, and contains much valaabli 
information respecting oar preset) 
and prospective material and business 
development: 


"Prices for beef, pork and mutton 


continue high, and the market for hay 
grain, fruit, vegetables, etc., seems 
certain to be fair. The revival of the 
mining interest in this and adjacent 
counties promisee to add to the gen 
era! prosperity for years to come. 
There is likely to be a good deal of 
building in Reno daring the coming 
season. The new paper mill at Flor- 
iston will start up within the next 
ninety days and give employment to a 
couple of hundred men. It is con- 
tracting for half a million more brick. 
The president of that company spent 
two days here last week trying to buy, 
bat could not find a supply. It will 
be worth some one's while to start a 
factory for machine made brick in 
Reno, if there continues to be snob a 
demand. The paper mill people show 
a disposition to favor Beno over every 
other place. They do their banking 
here and draw their supplies and 
workmen from here, so far as they can 
do so." 


A public building for Reno is men- 


tioned as a necessity to meet the de- 
mands of public basiness, and con- 
clusive reasons are given in support 
of basiness requirements. 


The basiness interests of Plumas in 


connection with its wood and lumber 
and other matters are fully set forth 
in a detailed and clear manner. 


The report eets forth the fact that 


Reno is in need of a first class hotel, 
and states facts respecting a probable 
construction of saoh a hotel in the 
near future. 


It mentions the construction of an 


additional railroad in Waahoe coanty 
in the near future by the Verdi Mill 
Company to aocomodate the demands 
of its business which is more than 
horse wagons can do. The Reno Re- 
duction works are given a place among 
the growing enterprises of Washoe. 


"The Truokee drains 1,100 square 


miles of mountains in the greatest re- 
gion of snow fall on the globe, and yet 
it goes dry nearly every Autumn. 
There are abundant opportunities for 
storing its flood vaters in the moun- 
tains bat they have not bsen used as 
yet and we have the mortification of 
seeing the river roaring by in spring 
and our fields drying np one year oat 
of three or foar in August. The erec- 
tion of dams in any one of half a dozen 
places wonld forever protect this valley 
against drouth, and would not only 
make money for everybody but would 
add greatly to the health, comfort and 
pleasure of the people. 


"Taking all things into consideration 


the year 1900 promises to be one of 
great prosperity for Reno. The whole 
State of Nevada is prosperous far be- 
yond any hope entertained by her citi- 
zens a year or two ago," 


One of the happiest men in Reno to- 


day is J. B. Schweitzer. Yesterday 
morning's mail brought him the glad 
tidings that he had fallen heir to $500,- 
000. 


A rich uncle in India, whom Mr. 


Schweitzer had not seen in twenty 
years, died in that far off country two 
months ago and bequeathed all his 
earthly possessions to his nephew. 
Mr. Schweitzer will leave for San 
Francisco as soon as he can arrange 
his affairs in Reno. 


After receiving instructions from his 


lawyers in the bay city he will pro- 
ceed to India and take poaeasion of his 
newly acquired riches, 


When seen by a reporter last even 


ing the fortunate young gentleman 
showed not the least sign of the "big 
lead" supposed to be an accompani- 
ment to riches. On the contrary, he 
was quite reticent, but freely answered 
all questions asked him. 


"Do yon intend returning to Reno, 


Mr. Schweitzer?" 


"As soon as I am can arrange my in- 


;erests in India, which I think will re- 
quire about three months' time, I will 
return to Reno and reside perman- 
ently, 1 think the Riverside city is 
he most hospitable" place on the Pa 
oiflo Coast—I speak of the people."

with the Riverside studio for about 
iWO years, and during bis stay in Reno 
ias made many acquaintances all of 
whom will be glad to hear of his good 
ortnne.
